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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 -1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brumlik ('455). Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed 
persuasive. The various process limitations do not distinguish over the prior art product 
because it is the final products that must be compared when examining product claims. 
The instantly claimed final product is indistinct from that of Brumlik since Brumlik 
discloses fusing the hooks on a heated (i.e. softened) oriented strand. The materials 
used for the strand and hooks may both be plastics as long as the hook material is 
capable of being fused to the strand; see column 5, lines 42-59. Such as disclosure 
suggests using the same material for the hook as is used for the strand.
